There aro so many ways that some 
may be at a loss to select a means. 
Thero is but one' thing the fair maid 
must guard against, and that is fear. 
It is on record that persons h ave been 
shocked to death by the appearance of 
the spirits they called up on Halloween 


While the girls are taking a peep 


into the future, the boys will give up 
their bodies to the uses of the sprites 
of mischief 
It must be remembered 


that the boys are uot responsible for 
anything they do on Hallo ween, ii JIf 
they are moved to carry away a gate or 
ring a bell or commit some depreda- 
tion of which they would not be guilty 
of on any other iiight> it must be re- 
membered that they are simply in- 
struments; they are in the hands of 
the little'folks of another sphere. 


Several methods of invoking sprites 


are given below: 


One of the methods of 
invoking 


spirits to disclose to a girl who is to 
be her husband is to walk down the 
cellar stairs backward with a lighted 
caudle and a looking-glass. It is as- 
serted that this will insure a glimpse 
into tlie future, if'the girl does not fall 
before she gets to the bottom of the 
stairs or is not frightened by the dark- 
ness. 


In girls' boarding schools, where 


there are no boys, and therefore uo 
danger from peering eyes, the girls find 
one of the most efficacious means of 
calling up their "fate" is to enter a 
dark room alone at'midnight, spread a 
shirt on the floor and walk around it 
backward three times. This must be 
done In a state of nature, the girl, as 
she walks repeating some lines that 
may please the guardian angel of her 
husband. If she steps on her shirt the 
spell is broken, and she cannot hope to 
see her lover for another year. 


Tho connection between salt and the

discrediting silver and euhunoing the 
price of gold. lie endeavored even be- 
fore his inauguration to office to stop

tration, persistently used his power to 
that nnd. lie was determined to con- 
tract the circulating medium and de- 
monetize uiie of ilie coins of commerce, 
limit the. volume of money among ihe 
people, make inoue3r scarce and, there- 
fore, dear, lie would have increased 
the volume of money and diminished 
the value of everything else — money 
the master, everything else the serv- 
ant." 


In his amnual message to congress in 


December, 1890, President Harrison 
said with reference to the operation of 
said Sherman silver law, then but re- 
cently passed: 


"The enlargement of our currency by 


the silver bill undoubtedly gave an up- 
ward tendency to trade and 
had a 


marked effect on prices, but this nat- 
ural and desired effect of the silver leg- 
islation was by many erroneously at- 
tributed to the tariff act," 


In his message of December C, 1592, 


President Harrison, speaking of the. 
international monetary 
confercrce, 


then in session (the last one that ever 
met), said: 


"If any temporary check or delay in- 


tervenes, I believe that very soon com- 
merci-il conditions will compel the now 


chairman of the committee on plat- 
form:

3, p. 2,341), 
lie said: "To adopl the gold standard 
(iione and demonetize silver would be
